Eden Resigns 


IR Anthony Eden's some- 
what sudden resignation 


will be — received with 
sympathetic concern, 
dismuy in many parts of the 
world, The news that se 
illness is upparently 
serious us to require sivele 
‘us drastic decision In dis- 
quicting. It will be recalled 
tnat President Eisenhower's 
‘heart and, Inter, intestinal 
troubles were widely expected 
to bring on end to his 
political career. Yet follow- 
ing treatment he has aps 
parently made a gov 
recovery. . 

Sir Anthony Eden's medical 

, history — has — been less 
dramatic though more pro: 
longed. Cable reports pent 
the ' abdominal operation: 


and, after almost three years 
of godd health, overstrain 
followed by no relnpso of 
nbdominal trouble’ before 
Christmas during his three 
weeks rest in Jamaica. 

His short period in office has 
however been attended by 
iu disturbing series of events 
which has undoubtedly con- 
tributed to tho strain of the 
normal responatbilities as- 
sociated. with the Premier- 
ship. ‘An almost perpetually 
difficult economic situation 
had risen on a number at 
occasions to crisis pitch. 
the international scene ‘ieee 
have been several thorny 
problems notably in the 
Middlo Bast, culminating iu 
the invasion of Egypt. 


IR Anthony Eden disclosed 
at the .time that this 
purticular decision required 
a strenuous. searching of 
conscience and knowing the 
High nee .of honour jyvith:
